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GHI Moving Ahead on 
Plans for New Homes

The home building program of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. will 
soon be getting underway with the initial meeting with an archi¬ 
tect,, according to discussions at the GHI board meeting Thursday, 
Jan. 13. Some matters bearing on city - GHI relations were also 
brought up: notably the city’s reaction to a recent GHI resolution 
on the school site question, and a long-standing problem about 
assignment of parking spaces in courts. 


The architect who will be provid¬ 
ing the plans for the homes has 
advised that one basic plan, with 
minor variations, would suffice for 
all four. This is expected to lower 
the cost substantially and was fa¬ 
vored by most of the directors. Di¬ 
rector Norman Weyel expressed the 
viewpoint of the ad hoc commit¬ 
tee that first a meeting should be 
held with the architect, then an¬ 
other one with the four families 
involved. Direcor John OTteilly 
favored the reverse order, which he 
thought would be fairer to the 
architect. Gordon Allen, from the 
floor, felt it would be useful to 
have the architect in the discus¬ 
sions from the beginning. A motion 
by director Gerry Gough was then 
passed to have all three parties - 
committee, architect, owners - meet 
together for initial talks. 

Assigned Court Parking 

The long-standing practice of 
city-assigned parking in courts has 
come under criticism by the city’s 
solicitor, who has advised city 
council that it would not be legal 
even if the city owned the land - 
which it does not. At preset park¬ 
ing is assigned in courts where 
there is at least one space per 
house, and if at least 51% of the 
court residents favor it. The city 
has notified GHI that it plans to 
repeal the parking ordinance, so 
that GJn is once again faced with 
the question of whether to police 
its own areas, dedicate the areas to 
the city, or find other alternatives. 
Prom the floor. Miss Katherine 
Keene and Seymour Kaplan 
stressed the importance of finding 
a solution to the problem, the 
former from the standpoint of 
member relations and the latter 
from the position that GHI land 
should be clearly separated from 
the city’s. The matter was as¬ 
signed to a special committee for 
the whole, which is also considering 
other city-GHI questions; the com¬ 
mittee will meet Jan. 25. 

GHI School Resolution 

Director Jim Smith noted that 
the city seemed to have overreacted 
to GHI’s recent resolution calling 
for unconditional rejection of par¬ 
cel 2 as a high school site. GHI 
Manager Roy Breashears commun¬ 
icated a request from President 
Charles Schwan asking the board 
to put this apparent disagreement 
On the agenda for discussion. 

Other Items Considered 

The city has given GHI an ad¬ 
vance copy of a resolution on spe¬ 
cial assessments, which the city 
proposes to pass. The resolution is 
in response to a request by GHI 
for a uniform policy on such as¬ 
sessments growing out of the 100% 
assessment levied on GHI recently 
for the Hillside cut-through to 
Lakewood subdivision. O’Reilly re¬ 
ported that the “special committee 
for the whole’’ had not yet met to 
review the resolution. On a motion 
by Gough the special committee 
will meet Jan. 25 to take it up. 

Bids for employee Group Health 
Insurance policies were ox>ened by 
Breashears. They were divided into 
two classes, those basing premiums 
on national rates and those basing 
premiums on local group rates. The 
former were favored by Breashears 
as being less subject to change, 
even though somewhat higher. 
O’Reilly felt however that the de¬ 


cision was not clearcut and moved 
to refer all the bids to the Finance 
committee for a careful evaluation. 

The recently passed moratorium 
on rezoning applications, by the 
District Council, has affected GHI’s 
application with respect to land 
near the North End School, on 
which townhouses are proposed. 
O’Reilly suggested that counsel 
Alfred Ginsberg might be asked to 
give an opinion as to whether GHI 
should challenge the recent ruling 
by the Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission, to the effect that GHI must 
apply for rezoning. It was felt by 
the board that there was justifica¬ 
tion now for such a challenge. 


CFPG To Circulate Petition 

The Steering Committee of the 
Citizens For a Planned Greenbelt 
endorsed a proposal suggested at 
Monday night’s City Council meet¬ 
ing to circulate petitions protesting 
the decision of the Prince Georges 
County Board of EMucation to lo¬ 
cate a senior high school on land 
between the Baltlmore-Washington 
Parkway and property of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. The only road 
access to this site is through North¬ 
way extended (See petition else¬ 
where in x>aper.) Volunteers (Indi¬ 
viduals. organizations, etc.) are 
needed to assist in the drive. Please 
call.

High Rise Apt. for Lake Area 
Violates Agreement, City Says 

Following recommendations by City Manager James Giese, 
the council instructed the city solicitor this week to begin legal 
action, in order to enforce an agreement entered into by Charles 
Bresler almost 4 years ago to deed 3.33 acres to the city. Giese 
stated that the possibility of construction of high rise apartments 
nearby might place the city’s c^aim on the land in jeopardy. 


According to Giese, Bresler gave 
in April 1962 a written agreement 
to donate to the city for parkland 
purposes 3.33 acres of parcel B 
ir> Charlestowne village. In return, 
the city supported Bresler in ob¬ 
taining the rezoning required for 
the Charlestowne village townhouso 
d<'velopment, with the understand¬ 
ing that the density would be kept 
to 7 units per acre, allowing 350 
units in all for the development. 

In .Tune 1965, Bresler secured 
conmitment for a $1,725,000 mort¬ 
gage loan by the Aetna Life Insur¬ 
ance company for a proposed 8- 
story apartment building contain¬ 
ing 178 dwelling units. At that 
time Bresler advised the News- 
Review that such plans were only 
tentative and preliminary and had 
been submitted to Aetna solely as 
the basis for securing future com¬ 
mitment for financing the balance 
of the units scheduled for Charles¬ 
towne Village. Final plans, he said, 
will be dependent on many factors 
such as the adoption of the master 
plan location of senior high school 
and zoning. 

Giese noted, on December 30, 


1965. a building permit for an 8- 
story apartment building was is¬ 
sued to Charles S. and Fleur 
Bresler. No additional zondng is re¬ 
quired before such a building can 
be constructed. 

However, the approved high-rise 
apartment is at or very near the 
maximum density permitted under 
the zoning ordinance for the size 
of Parcel B including that portion 
of the parcel agreed to be donated 
to the city. With the construction 
of this building, it will not be pos¬ 
sible to donate any portion of the 
land to the city without legally vio¬ 
lating the density provisions of 
the zoning ordinance. 

Giese, moreover, pointed out 
that no one holding a mortgage to 
the building would permit the land 
to be transferred to the city. If 
such a transfer took place, the 
county could in the future refuse 
Pn occuoancy permit to the new 
owners if the apartments were ever 
sold. Giese therefore urged the city 
to start a legal action at once to 
''rfo^ce the agreement given by 
Bresler in 1962. 


Council Pledges All-out Effort 
To Change School Ucatians

At a meeting well attended by the citizenry of Greenbelt, the 
City Council passed a resolution Jan. 17 to make an all-out effort 
to change the location of the sites chosen by the County Board of 
Education for the new elementary, junior high and high schools. 


The Board favors grouping them 
Place, Northway, Ridge Road, 
Parkway. (See map on page 4) 

Councilman Francis White mov¬ 
ed that “Councdl endorse a Reso¬ 
lution that the General Assembly 
of the State of Maryland urge the 
Prince Georges Ck»unty School 
Board to reconsider thq site loca¬ 
tion for a senior high school in 
Greenbelt, Maryland. Further, that 
the Prince Georges Ctounty Dele¬ 
gation request the school board to 
review again the concerns and de¬ 
sires of the citizens of Greenbelt 
for the lakesite high school loca¬ 
tion as demonstrated by the will¬ 
ingness of the city to share in the 
total program of site acquisition 
and the strong defense displayed 
by the citizenry as regards their 
Master Plan and further, that the 
City Solicitor prepare this proposal 
in proper legal form for release to 
the County Delegation." 

The Resolution was passed by a 
4-1 vote with the dissenting vote 
being cast by Dave Champion. He 
felt further harassment of the 
Board of Education would be un¬ 
fruitful and stated that he knew 
for a fact that three of the seven- 
member board “would never change 
their minds." 

Mayor Edgar Smith, commenting 
that “time is running out”, recom¬ 
mended the following courses of 
action which will be taken: a letter 
to the State Superintendent of 
Schools asking hdm to take into 
consideration the feelings of the 
city of Greenbelt towards the 
school locations now being propos¬ 
ed; petitions to the School Board 
by local citizens; press releases to 
the Metropolitan newspai>ers; a re¬ 
quest for a joint meeting with the 
County Commissioners, County 
Delegation and the School Board; 
and a legal ruling from the City 
Solicitor and the County Attorney 
regarding the authority of the 
County Commissioners to reverse 
the decision of the School Board 
on the selection of school sites. 

Mayor Smith further stated dur¬ 
ing the meeting that there will be 
problems arising if the school site 
is definitely located on Parcel 2 
such as roads, sidewalks and in¬ 
creased city trafl5c. 

Smith added that he is still hope¬ 
ful that a perimeter road could be 
built. The perimeter road desig¬ 
nated by Park and Planning would, 
under present plans, have gone 
through the area set up for schools. 
T’he perimeter road proposed by 
Greenbelt’s Master Plan would not; 
it would skirt the school area to 
join the NASA interchange on the 
Parkway.

ICE ON THE LAKE 
ISN’T SiFE YET 

City Manager James K. Giese 
warned parents that the ice on 
Greenbelt lake is still considered 
dangerous although it is “almost 
at the point of being safe for skat¬ 
ing,’’ he addedi Many spots along 
the shoreline are still soft, since 
they cover natural springs. Citizens 
are asked to telephone the Recrea¬ 
tion Department before skating on 
the lake, to make sure the ice is 
safe. In all cases, skaters are urged 
to use caution. 

In a memorandum to council, 
G’.ese termed the action “a com¬ 
plete and utter disregard on the 
part of the developer for commit- 
m^^nts and agreements he made 
with the C’ty Council of Greenbelt.’’ 

G*e^:e also noted that the new 
d''""r»loT'men-t would prevent the 
dedication of land for the extension 
of Lakecrest drive. He recom¬ 
mended that an inquiry be directed 
to the Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion to find why the developer has 
been permitted to subdivide the 
land without dedicating an exten¬ 
sion of Lakecrest drive, even 
though such an extension has been 
included in all of the commission’s 
master plans since 1957.

Arthur Goldstein queried the 
Council as to what was being done 
by County Commissioner Frank 
Lastner who is a resident of Green¬ 
belt. Mayor Smith answered that 
question by stating that at a meet¬ 
ing held in December with the 
GHI Board and City Council, Com¬ 
missioner Lastner stated that be 
would do what he could to affect 
a change in the site. 

Councilman White commented 
riiat a certain amount of “friendly 
political persuasion’’ has been used 
on our elected officials in the Coun¬ 
ty. Manager Giese stated that the 
School Board has indicated that 
it has received a considerable am¬ 
ount of pressure from certain mem¬ 
bers of the County Delegation and 
some County Commissioners. 

In answer to another query from 
a citizen at the meeting. Mayor 
EJdgar Smith said that he would 
welcome the support of any polit¬ 
ical organizations in the school site 
fight. 

Simon Pristoop announced at 
Council meeting, as a point of in¬ 
formation relative to the matter 
being discussed, that Prince Georg¬ 
es County Delegation Chairman 
Royal Hart Bi-Ommty Delegation 
Chairman Ray McDonough and 
State Senator Fred Wineland, have 
been invited to sei^^e as a panel for 
informal discussion on planning 
zoning legislation for the 1966 ses¬ 
sion of the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly. The meeting will be held 
on Tuesday, Jan. 26 at 8 p.m. in 
the County Service Building in Hy¬ 
atts vi lie, room 217. 

COUNCn. TIDBITS 

Three outdated ordinances have 
been repealed by City Council. The 
first one dealt with rules and reg¬ 
ulations for the operation of a 
Greenbelt Hospital. Reason for the 
repeal: we no longer have a hos- 
pit'^l. I’he second ordinance dealt 
with the reporting of all contagious 
diseases to the Public Health Of¬ 
ficer. Reason: we no longer have 
a Public Health Officer. The third 
outdated ordinance concerns rulc^ 
and regulations for the opening of 
n^'w roads, sidewalks, etc. This or¬ 
dinance was originally put into ef¬ 
fect on June 30. 1946. Reason: this 
ordinance has been superseded by 
a new ordinance #449 dealing with 
city roads. 

City Council has selected the ar¬ 
chitectural firm of Walton and 
Madden, Riverdale. Maryland tD 
prepare the plans and specifica¬ 
tions for a new Municipal Service 
Building. 

The Greenbelt Businessmen’s As- 
seciatnon has requested assistance 
fr'^m City Council in getting the 
school bus stop moved from the 
area in front of the Center to the 
North parking lot. In a letter to 
Council. President Henry Davis 
stated that a certain amount of 
damage has been done to the laun¬ 
dromat and the Post Office by 
youngsters who v’tiit in these es¬ 
tablishments for the arrival of the 
buses.

The 
manager was directed to submit a 
report and recommendations at the 
next Council meeting. 
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A New Threat 


A preview of what the owners of Parcel 15 have in mind for 
this site if a senior high school is not located on it was indicated 
to city council on Monday night. A building permit has been is¬ 
sued to the developer (Charles Bresler and Associates) to con¬ 
struct an 8-story high-rise apartment building, containing 17S 
units, on land next to parcel 15 (Parcel B of Charlestowne 
Tillage). 

When the city supported R-18 zoning for this land, it signed 
a covenant with Bresler to restrict the density of the tract to 7 
units per acre. Bresler also agreed to donate to the city 3.3 acres 
as parkland. So far as the city can determine, the high-rise apart¬ 
ments would violate the covenant if the 3.3 acres are excluded 
from the calculations of density. Accordingly, the city council 
has decided to proceed with legal action to require the dedication 
of the 3.3 acres. 

It is interesting to note that at the time the News Review dis¬ 
closed that financing had been secured for the high-rise apart¬ 
ments (July 8, 1965), Bresler stated that he had no plans for pro¬ 
ceeding with the development of the area until final decisions are 
made with respect to the senior high school site. 

It is obvious that now residents of the western part of town 
must brace themselves for the high-rise apartment crisis, just as 
residents in the easterir part of town have done with respect to 
the 'of'ation of a senior high school on parcel 2.

Another Crippling Blow 

To the Editor; 

On January 11 the county board 
of education and the developer 
Charles Bresler struck another 
crippling blow at Greenbelt's Mas¬ 
ter Plan. Bresler, in flagrant dis¬ 
regard of that plan and the wishes 
of nearly all Greenbelt citizens, 
moved to compound even further 
the serious problems which a senior 
high school in his land-locked pro¬ 
perty on parcel 2 would create. 

His latest plans for the schools, 
^Vith modifications made by the 
board of education, relocate the 
schools in such a way that they 
would block the perimeter road, 
unless a connection is made with 
the NASA interchange. 

The obvious results of last week’s 
fictions—if implemented—would be 
to further seriously undercut the 
city’s master plan. Traffic circula¬ 
tion was the most difficult problem 
encountered by the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board and professional 
planner. The perimeter road was 
to be a vital link in a system de¬ 
signed to handle modest traffic 
generated by the development of 
parcels 1 and 2. 

The elimination of the perimeter 
road would now undo everything 
our planners did and foist upon this 
community the unwelcome reality 
of the original Area 13 plan. Yes, 
Ridge Road, Northway, Southway, 
and possibly Crescent would have 
to be widened to four lanes, de¬ 
stroying the beauty of adjoining 
properties and scuttling Greenbelt’s 
excellent safety record. 

The board also ignored the sup¬ 
posedly obvious fact that Green¬ 
belt itself is responsible for the 
county receiving million dol¬ 

lars from the Federal government 
to build this school. In other words, 
our citizenry is providing the coun¬ 
ty with approximately nine times 
as much money as the desired lake 
site would cost. Yet, the school 
board takes the peculiar position 
that their benefactors should have 
no voice in where this money is 
spent 

Chairman W. (Jarroll Beatty of 
the school board never did answer 
Elaine Skolnik’s question as to 
whether the board had fully cal¬ 
culated all costs associated with 
developing the respective school 
sites. Board member Thomas Hicks 
never did answer questions as to 
how the elimination of a perimeter 
road would affect the core of 
Greenbelt. The evasive answers 
can only lead one to the conclusion 
that such vital aspects were never 
really considered. 

Must wc cannibalize original 
Greenbelt to spawn unwieldy, un¬ 
planned, and unwanted develop¬ 
ment, solely for the convenience 
spd profit of the developer? 


If condemnation proceedings on 
the lake site had to be postponed 
last year because Bresler was busy 
on legislative matters, why could 
he find time in January to appear 
in person to persuade the school 
board to back the destruction of 
Greenibelt as a planned community? 

These and other pertinent ques¬ 
tions are begging for answers in a 
community of voters puzzled by a 
rampant disregard of everything 
they stand for.
